Jerryi in long, waryin^f and bankruptiut^ years^ there are but a few shows on which I 
look back ;d.th bitterness and regret^ with a feeling of fulitity and frustiationi Last 
ni^t*o is onei It ia the greater beoauao it i^ao yours* I dori*t think you ever know the 
great rospeot ^ hold for what you did in Chicago# tho admiration for what you aired* When 
I couldn’t aiford iti I wont out and sprot S100 for a really good Zenitli set on wldch I 
could i^et Bffi more dependably* I have paying intore^t on it over since, for I am 
about $35^000 in debt and since before you firsi? knew me luxvo had no income^ my property 
beixig security for my debt* 

I asked tlireo tldnga hofoiM tho sliow^J tJiat yo\x atik idm wlien ho completed hio work, 
which you did, that you ask him if ho liad ro^d Frame-*UP^ utiicii you did not, and tiiat 1 got

mo that I must keep my ooiit eiita short and at tho last Ddnute^ bo ca3?oful not to give this 
loterary whoro offense*

But tliat 
same Judge held tliat eight months of it was not "undue duress", the words of the statute.

And were you not, 
really, very ^aifoir to mo, handicapped as I was by being on the phono 60 id then by your 
requests that I take it easy on Franlc and bo short while you let him flllibuotei?
